Memoirs of FREDERICK III. KING of 
PRUSSIA. 
(Continued from our Paper of Wediefday laft.) 

IN 1740 the old King fell fick, and {poke and 
acted in his illnefs with his ufual turbulence and 
roughnefs ; reproaching his phyficians in the grofleft 
terms, with their unfkilfulnefs and impotence, and 
imputing to their ignorance or*wickednefs, the pain 
which their prefcriptions failed to relieve. The ce- 
lebrated Hoffman fhared the fame fate with the reft 
of his-bretiren 5 ‘vat cunftives of his merit eoplict. 
that he could not bear reproaches which he did not 
deferve ; that he had tried all the remedies that art 
could fupply, or natare could admit; that he was 
indeed a Profeffor by his Majefty’s bounty, but that 
if his abilities or integrity were doubted, he was 
willing to leave not only the Univerfiry, but the 
kingdom, and that he could not be driven into any 
place where the name of Hoffman would want re- 
{pect. The King, however unaccultomed to fuch 
returns, was ftruck with conviction of his own 
indecency, and told Hoffman, that he had fpoken 
well, and requefted him to continue his attendance. 

The King finding his diftemper gaining upon his 
ftrength, grew at laft fenfible, that his end was ap- 
proaching, and ordering the Prince to be called to his 
Bedfide, laid feveral injunGions upon him, of which 
one was, to perpetuate the tall regiment, by continu- 
al recruits, and another to receive his efpoufed wife. , 
The Prince gave him a refpectful anfwer, but wife- 
ly avoided to diminith his own right or power by an 
abfolute promife, and the King died uncertain of the 
fate of the tall regiment. 

The young King began his reign with great ex- 
pectation, which he afterwards furpafled. His fa- 
ther’s faults produced many advantages to the firit 
years of his reign. Te had an army of feventy 
thoufand men, well difciplined, without any imputa- 
tion of feverity to himfelf, and was matter of a vaft 
treafure, without the crime or reproach of raifing it. 
The King being now no longer controuled, deter- 
mined to act towards the unhappy lady, who had 
poffefied for feven years, the empty title of the Prin- 
cefs of Pruffia, as his Queen. With regard to the 
tall regiment, fome recruits, a few days after his fa- 
ther’s death, being offered him, he rejected them, 
and this body of giants, by continued difregard, 
mouldered away. He treated his mother with great 
refpect, and ordered that fhe fhould bear the title of 

ueen mother, and that inftead of addrefling him as 
his Majefty, the thould only call him fon. 

As he was pafling foon after between Berlin and 
Potfdam, a thoufand boys who had been marked out 
for military fervice, furrounded his coach, and cried 
out ** Merciful King, deliver us from our flavery.”’ 

He promifed them their liberty, and ordered the 
next day, that the badge fhould be taken off. He 
ftill continued that correfpondence with learned 
men which he began when he was prince, and the 
eyes of all f{cholars were upon him, as a man likely 
to renew the times of patronage, and to emulate the 
bounties of Louis X1V. He was refolved to go- 
vero with very little minifterial afliltance; he took 
cognizanée of every thing with his own eyes, decla- 
red, that in all contrarieties of intereft, between 
him and his fubjeéts, the public good thould have 
the preference, and in one of the firft exertions of 
regal power banilhed the prime minifter and favou- 
rite of his father, as one that had betrayed hit ma- 
fier, and abufed his truf. He declared a general 
toleration of religion, and allowed the profefhon of

There had fubfifted for fome time in Pruffia, an 
order called The Order for Favour, which according 
to ‘ts denomination, had been conferred with very 
littie diftinction. ‘The King inftituted T4e Order 
for Merit, with which he honoured thofe whom he 
confidered as deferving. He was charitable if not 
liberal, for he ordered the magiftrates of the feveral 
diftricts to be very attentive to the relief of the poor: 
One of his firft cares was the advancement of learn- 
ing. Immediately after his acceflion, he wrote to 
Rollin and Voltaire, that he defired the continuance 
of their friendfhip, and fent for Mr Maupertuis the 
principal of the French academicians, who pafled a 
winter in Lapland, to verify, by the menfuration of 
a degree near the pole, the Newtonian doctrine of 
the form of the earth. He requefted Maupertuis to 
come to Berlin to fettle Wi academy in terms of 
great aur andcoadelcention. _ 

At the fume time, he thewed the world that lite- 
rary amufenents were not likely, as has more than 
once happened to royal ftudents, to withdraw him 
from the care of the kingdom, or make him forget 
his intereft. He began by reviving a claim to Her 
{tal and Hermal, two diftriés in the poffeflion of the 
Bifhop of Liege. When he fent his commiffary to 
demand the homage of the inhabitants, they refufed 
liim admiflion, declaring that they acknowledged no 
reas but the bifhop, in which he complained of 
the violation ot his right, and the contempt of his 
authority, charged the prelate with countenancing the 
late act of difobedience, and required an anfwer in 
two days, 

In three days the anfwer was fent, and Frederick 
gained the caufe. But this was a petty acquifition : 
the time was now come when the King of Prutlia 
was to form snd execute greater defigns. On the 
gth of OStober 1740, half Europe was thrown into 
confufion by the death of Charles VI. Emperor of 
Germany, by whofe death all the hereditary domi- 
nions of the houfe of Auftria defcended, according 
to the Pragmatic fandtion, to his eldett daughter, 
who was married tothe Duke of Lorrain, at the 
time of the Emperor’s death, duke of Tufcany. 

Upon the Emperor’s death, many of the German 
Princes fell upon the Auftrian territories, as upon a 
‘dead carcafe, to be difmembered among them without 
refiftance. Among thefe, with whatever juttice, 
certainly with very little generofity, was the King 
of Pruflia, who having aflembled his troops, as was 
imagined, to fupport the Pragmatic fanction, on a 
fudden entered Silefia with 30,000 men, publifhing 


a declaration in which he difclaimed any defign of 


injuring the right of the houfe of Auftria. bur 


ped bis, phate ao Silefiz, as arifing from 
bomcentiony of family and confraternity betwee 
houfe of Brandenburgh and the Princes of Silef 
and other honourable titles. He faid, the fear of be- 
ing defeated by other pretenders to the Auftrian do- 
minions, obliged him to enter Silefia without any 
previous expdtulation with the Queen, and that he 
fhould ftrenuoufly efpoufe the intereft of the houfe 
of Auftria. Such a declaration was, in the opinion 
of all Europe, nothing lefs than the aggravation of 
hoftility by infuk, and was received by the Auftrians 
with fuitable indignation. The King puriued his 
purpofe, marched forward, and, in the frontiers of 
Silefia made a fpeech to his followers, in which he 
told them, that he confidered them rather as friends 
than fubjects ; that the troops of Brandenburgh had 
been always eminent, for their bravery; that they 
would always fight in his prefence; and that he 
would recompenfe thofe who fhould diftinguifh them- 
felves in his fervice rather as a father than a King. 

Entering thus fuddenly into a country which he 
fuppofed rather likely to protect than invade, he 
acted for fome time with abfolute authority ; but 
fuppofing that this fubmifhon would not always lalt, 
he endeavoured to perfuade the Queen to a cellion 
of Silefia, imagining that fhe would eafily be perfua- 
ded to yield what was already loft. He therefore 
ordered his Minifters to declare at Vienna, ‘¢ that 
he was ready to guaranty all the German dominions 
of the houfe of Autftria; that he would conclude a 
treaty with Auftria, Ruflia, and the maritime pow- 
ers; that he would endeavour that the Duke of 
Lorrain fhould be elected Emperor, and believed 
that he could accomplifh it ; that he would imme- 
diately advance to the Queen two millions of flo- 
rins ; that, in recompence for all this, he required 
Silefia to be yielded to him!” He afterwards mo- 
derated his claim, and ordered his Mini{ter to hint 
at Vienna, that half of Silefta would content him. 
The Queen anfvered, that though he pretended the 
reverfe, it was evident that he was the firft and on- 
ly invader; and that, till he entered in an hottile 
manner, all her eftates were unmoleited: That he 
was obliged by the golden bull, and as guaranty of 
the Pragmatic faaction, to afliither againit invaders : 
That it could never be fit to alienate her dominions 
for the confolidation of an alliance formed only to 
keep them entire. With regard to his intereft in 
the election of an Emperor, the expreffed her grati- 
tude in {trong terms ;+but added that the election 
ought to be free; and on the pecuniary afliftance pro- 
pofed, fhe remarked, that no prince ever made war to 
oblige another to take money; and that the conwi- 
butions already levied in Silefia exceeded the two 
millions offered as its purchafe: That the valued 
the King’s friendfhip, and was willing to purchafe 
it by any compliance but the diminution of her do- 
minions; and exhorted him to perform his part in 
fupport of the Pragmatic fanétion. 

The King finding negociation thus ine Fectual, 
pufhed forward his inroads, and now began to thow 
how fecretly "he could take his meafures. When 


he called a council of war, he propofed the qu:{tion

in a few words; all his generals wrote their épinion$ 
in his ptefence upon feparate papers, which he cars 
ried away 5 and; examining them in private, formed 
his refolution, without imparting it otherwife thart 
by his orders. He began, not without policy, to 
feize firft upon the eftates of the clergy ; then plun- 
dered the convent of their ftores o provifion, and 
told them that he never had heard of any magazines 
erecied by the apoftles. He proceeded in his expe 
dition, and a detachment of his troops took Jablu- 
nea, one of the {trong places of Silefia, which was 
foon after abandoned for want of provifion, which 
the Auftrian huffars, who were now in motion, 
were bufy td intercept. 

One of the mott remarkable events of the Silefe 
war, was the conqueft of great Glogaw, which was 
taken by an aflault in the dark,’ headed by Prince 
They arrived at the 
foot of the fortifications about -twelve at hight, and 
in two hours were mafters of the place. In attempts 
of this kind many accidents happen which cantor bé 
heard without furprife. Four Pruflian grenadiers 
who had climbed the ramparts, mifling their own 
company, met an Auftrian captain with fifty-two 
men; they were at firft frighted, and were about to. 
retreat, but gathering courage, commanded the Au- 
fttians to Jay down their arms, and in the terror of 
darknefs and confufion were unexpestedly dbeyed. 

At the fame time a confpiracy to kill or carry a- 
way the King of Pruflia, was faid to be difcovered. 
The Pruflians publifhed a mertorial, in which the 
Auitrian court was accufed of employing emiffaries 
and aflaffins againft the king; and it was alledged 
in direét terms, that one of them had confefled him- 
felf obliged by oath to deftroy him, which oath had 
been given him in a public council in the ptefence of 
the Dake of Lorrain. To this the Auftrians an- 
{wered, that the charaéter of the Queen and Duke 
was too well known not to de(troy the force of fuch 
an accufation ; that the tale of the confeflion was am 
impofture ; and that no fuch attempt was ever made. 
Each party was inflamed, and orders were given to 
the Auftrian General to hazard a battle. The twa 
armies met at Molwitz, and parted without a coms 
plete victory on either fide. The Aufttians quit- 
ted the field in good order, and the King of Pruflia 
rode away - the firtt diforder of his troops, with 
out waiting for the laft event. After this, there wad 
no action of much importance. But the King of 
Prufhia irritated by oppofition, transferred his intereft 
in the eleétion to the Duke of Bavatia, and the 
Queen of Hungary, now att by France, Snaig. 


the expence 4f half Silefiq y without pfocuritig thofé 


dvantages which were once offered her. 

To enlarge dominions has been the boaft of —_ 
princes 3 to diffufe happinefs and fecurity thtoug 
wide regions has been granted to few. The late 
King of Pruffia afpired to both thefe honours, and 
endeavoured to join the praife of Legiflator to that 
of Conqueror. To fettle property, to fupprefs falfe 
claims, and to regulate the adminiftration of civik 
and criminal juftice, are attemp:s both eritical and 
highly ufeful. Frederick ILI. appeared no lefs con« 
fpicuous in thefe pacific and: praife-worthy enter- 
prifes, than bold, fagacious and valiant in his wat 
like exploits. 

The King of Pruffia confidered the nature and 
reafons of laws, with more attention than is com= 
mon to Princes. This appears from his differtatiots 
on the Rea/on of ena@ing and repealing laws. Some 
of his obfervations are juft and ufefal, and he always 
appears on the fide of metcy. “ If a poor man 
(fays he) {teal in his want, a Watth, or a few pieces 
from one to,whom the lofs is inconfiderable, is this 
a reafon for condemning him to death?’ In this 
publication he regretted that the laws againft duels 
had been ineffectual, and was of Opinion, that they 
never could attain their end, unlefs the Princes of 
Europe fhould agree not to afford any afylum to 
duelifts, and to punifh all who fhould infult their 
equals, either by word, deed, or writing. He fuf- 
pected this fcheme to be chimerical. “ Yet, why 
(he faid) thould not perfonal quarrels be fubmitted 
to judges as well as queitions of poffeflion? and why 
fhould not a congrefs be appointed for the general 
good uf mankind, as well as for fo many purpofes of 
lefs importance ?”? He declared himfclf, with great 
ardour againft the ufe of torture, and charged the 
Englith, that they ftill retained it. It is perhaps im- 
poflible to review the laws of any country without 
difcovering mary defects and many fuperfluities. 
Laws often continue, when their reafons have cea- 
fed. -Parts of the judicial procedure which were at 
firft only accidental, become in time effential ; arid 
formalities accumulated on each other, till the art of 
litigation requires more ftudy than the difcovery of 
right. 

The King of Pruflia examining the inftitutions of 
his own country, thought them fuch as could be a- 
mended by a general abrogation, and the eltablifh- 
ment of a new body of laws, to which he gave the 
name of the CODE FREDERICK, which is 
coniprifed in one volume of no great bulk, and muft 
therefore unavoidably contain gerieral pofitions, to 
be accommodated to particular cafes by the wifdom 
and integrity of the coutts. To embarrafs juftice 
by mukiplicity of laws, or-to hazard it by confie 
dence in judges, feem to be the oppofite rocks on 
which all civil inftitutions have been wrecked, and 
between which, legiflative wifdom has never yet 
proved an‘ open paflages The Code of Frederick, it 
muft be acknowledged, fufficiently evinced his wif- 
dom and penctration.

the riot hang on the flendereft thread. A fingle 
blow would have begun a conreft in which their 
lives would have fallen a facrifice ; but the timely 
intervention of fome of the principal charaéters of 
the city prevented any further violence.

Such was the ardeacy of his’ zea! to promote the 
welfare of |. ‘cilow-creatures, that it became his 
peculiar ftudy, the favourite obje@ of all his defigns, 
a pert of his moral fyitem and aétion; and ‘no man 
knew better how to make his influence conduce to 
the fuceefs of his defigns. For his private character; 
his fimplicity o{heart ; his readinefs to ferve, and 
his unthaken fidelity  thefe are written on the hearts 
of his friends, who will not fail to convey to potteri- 
ty fome portion of their efteem and affection for his 
name. His diforder was feated in the bladder, and 
he died dike one who had made it the ftudy of his life 
to die well; calm, patient, and collected, withou: mur- 
mur, impatience, or regret. He retained the powers 
of his mind in their fulleit health to the laft minute.

raster and fenfibilicy of mind :— 

“I thank you, Gentlemen, for the fidelity, the 
honour, and the zeal with which you ferved my pre- 
deceffor. 1 thank you for the eagernefs which you 
fhewed to renew your oath of fidelity to me, and to 
grant me that confidence and that love which have 
ever decided the glorious fuccefs of the Pruflian 
arms. Our nation has ever been the terror of its ¢- 
nemies, and we will endeavour to preferve that glo- 
ry. I fhall always keep up a fevere difcipline ; it is 
indifpenfible for our troops. You fhall find me 
grateful and beneficent to thofe who do their duty ; 
and when I am obliged to punifh, I fhall do it with 
great regret.” 

The new King of Pruffia has given proofs of his 
gracious difpofition, in fetting feveral prifoners at 
liberty : his condu@ promifes to be regulated by re- 
ligion and juftice. "There has not been any altera- 
tion made in the military or political line ; all the 
offices and minifters preferve their places. Sunday 
fortnight, after divine fervice, he gave the firft au- 
dience to the foreign minifters. His Majelty rifes 
every morning at five o’clock, and tranfas bafinefs 
for three hours in the Cabinet with his Minifters : 
it in general appears, that he will be as much a man 
of bulinefs as his uncle. On the fir} of September 
he fets out for Potfdam, to attend the obfequies of 
the late King.
